Lhat the Waters-Pierce company was 
a member of the Standard Oil trust 
us organized in 1882, nnd various 
other allegations were made, but tha 
court did not cuter upon n general 
discussion of trusts, contenting itself 
with n discussion of the Texas law 
as applicable to thin case. Tha opin- 
ion sustained tho decisions of tho 
stale courts to the extent of affirm- 
ing them, and was thus opposed to 
the contentions of the oil company, 
but it did this upon the ground that 
the stato laws imposed a condition 
which tho oil company had accepted 
and hence was without ground of 
complaint. 


The opinion was handed down by,
